In their letter to- Benson, the 
two Missouri senators said ‘ It ap 
pears to be your department s 
policy to treat this whole matter 
as somewhat trivial. But what is 
trivial about besmirching the rep­ 
utations and limiting the rights 
of American citizens?” they asked. 
Calling attention to the Senate 
subcommittee hearings in Jeffer­ 
son City, Nov. 14 and 15, Missou 
ri's two senators wrote Benson, 
“Sworn testimony of 
reputable 
citizens, plus documentary e\ i 
dence, established the fact lhat 
many of the suspensions and dis­ 
missals were not justified 
and 
were not in the best interest of 
the ASC program in Missouri. 
“If you will read the testimony 
in question,” the senators stated, 
“we are certain that in at least 
some cases you will agree that as­ 
sertion is true. 
“In fairness to those citizens 
whose reputations your commit­ 
tee has stained unfairly, we now 
ask:

The officers 
in charge soon found that the dogs 
were not much bothered either by 
altitude or cold. They observed 
that the red cell count of the dogs’ 
blood increased the longer they 
remained high above sea level and 
this helped thefn maintain their 
stamina and general health. 
Oddly enough, it was found that 
the sense of smell of the dogs was 
impaired under those conditions 
and that dogs as well as men are 
subject to snow blinded. Nature

Immortal Homis Wagner 
Dies in Sleep al Home 


PITTSBURGH (/P) — John (Bo­ 
nus) Wagner, all-time great short 
stop who became a legend in his 
lifetime, died in his sleep today. 
M embers of the family were at 
the bedside of the 
81-year-old 
famed ex-baseball player when 
he passed away at his home, only 
a few miles from Forbes field 
where he achieved lasting fame 
with the Pittsburgh Pirates. 
Honus, a man who liked a sly 
joke as well as a base hit, had 
been in poor health several years 
Two months ago he slipped and 
fell in his home. He had been bed­ 
fast since and went into a coma 
about 10 days ago. The family 
said his death was the result of 
complications from the infirmi­ 
ties of old age. 
Wagner, sometimes called the 
greatest player in baseball his­ 
tory, was a bandy-legged barrel­ 
chested Dutchman. He finished a 
21-year m ajor league career in 
1917 with a lifetime batting aver­ 
age of .329. 
Honus would brush aside praise 
for his records. And those records 
are legendary. They go like this: 
He played 
more 
games than 
any other m ajor leaguer in his­ 
tory—2,785. He had the most times 
at bat— 10,427. He made the most 
total 
hits— 3,430. 
He 
made 
the 
most 
one 
base hits— 2,431, 
the 
most doubles— 648, the most trip­ 
les— 250. He batted .300 or better 
for 17 consecutive years and led 
the National League in hitting for 
eight years. 
And Honus stole six bases in a 
World Series—another record. 
Wagner was one of the first 
players elected to baseball’s hall 
ot fame at Cooperstown, N. Y.

Missouri, chair­ 
man of the Constitutional Rights 
Subcommittee, said he planned to 
haul onto his red carpet the pa­ 
triotic chairman of the Indiana 
State

and 
ask him how the new rules have 
improved the manly art.
